REFUGEES SUFFER 
KEENLY 


Rescue Boats Bringing Homeless Peo­ 
ple to Memphis. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 9.—-Rescue 
boats still are busy bringing from 
Wyanoke, 
Ark., 
refugees 
who 
had 
been marooned on knolls, housetops 
and in a church since the levee broke 
twelve miles south of Memphis Satur­ 
day. Many were thinly clad. All were 
suffering from hunger and thirst. 
Attempts to get food were made by 
some of the marooned men.
